Skutt Announces New 
Absentee Ballot Plan 


Absentee ballots for the 
May 9 school bond election 
may be cast up until May 
8. School Superintendent 
Charles A. Skutt announ¬ 
ced this week. Ordinarily, 
the deadline would have 
been today. 

The absentee ballots are 
available at the school. 
They may be filled out in 
the presence of a member 
of the School Board or a 
notary public. The com¬ 
pleted ballots then may be 
left with a member of the 
board. 

Mr. Skutt said the new 
procedure, which becomes 
effective today. May 4, was 
approved by the Los An¬ 
geles County School Board. 


A general “tightening up” 
on spending in the various city 
departments was called for at 
Saturday’s adjourned meeting 
of the City Council. 

The Councilmen decided that 
a "closer watch” should be 
kept on all expenditures of the 
city. 

According to terms of a mo¬ 
tion made by Councilman Nor- 
on Eaton, all purchase orders 
must be certified by depart¬ 
ment heads and be accompan¬ 
ied by a statement to the ef¬ 
fect that the expenditure is 
within the balance in the bud¬ 
get item to which it is charg¬ 
ed. Also, ail purchases of more 
than $25 must be authorized by 
the City Council.

Voters go to the polls next Tuesday, May 9, to decide the edu¬ 
cational future of Sierra Madre children. 

On the ballot is a school bond proposal which would provide 
four additional classrooms for the City School. It requires a two- 
thirds majority for passage. 

The $86,000 bond would pay for the classrooms, approximately 
two acres of land adjacent to the present school for the site, 
and necessary equipment for the rooms—all in conformance with 
state regulations. 

Cost to the average home owner, one having property assessed 
at $2000, has been estimated at $2.50 a year, based on a rate of 
12',4 cents per $100 assessed valuation. 

The polls at four voting pre¬ 
cincts will be open., from 7 
a, m. to 7 p. m. 

School Superintendent Charl¬ 
es A. Skutt has stated that the 
proposed additions will satisfy 
“immediate needs only.” 

“We definitely are not over¬ 
building.” he has pointed out. 

“The four classrooms are what 
we urgently need—right now. 

They would be completely oc¬ 
cupied—down to the last seat— 
by the date of completion in 
September, 1951.” 

The School Board has ex¬ 
plained that—should the issue 
be defeated—double sessions at 
the school are “inevitable.” 

Members of the Sierra Madre 
Parent -Teacher Association 
have been waging a house-to- 
house campaign urging pass¬ 
age of the issue. There is no 
known opposition. 

Among the local organiza¬ 
tions which have drawn up 
resolutions supporting the 
school bond are the Kiwanis 
Club, Guild to the Childrens’ 

Hospital, the Civic Club, and 
the City Teachers Club. 

Mr. Skutt said yesterday 
there are an estimated 4200 
persons eligible to vote in the 
Sierra Madre School District, 
which includes parts of four 
tout-of-town precincts as well 
as the city.

Coroner Studies 
Apparent Suicide 

The County coroner this week 
was investigating the apparent 
suicide of William Edward 
Haynes, 14 56 N. Fair Oaks, 
whose body was discovered 
Saturday afternoon in a vine¬ 
yard just west of the city lim¬ 
its.
